L. Dean Brown also -told the House International Affairs 
Committees that theevacuoll&n of refogees from South Vietnam 
has been officially completed. Other witnesses said there was a 
possibility that some "undesirable" refugees could be Jailed 
rather than allowing them to "run free" in this country. 

"We intend to press the International communlty.to accept 
more refugees and~we have moved energetically to enlist Its 
-jvu^aHnn -y-Bma-n. calrt. "Specifically., wp have been in 



frequent contact with the International agencies, principally the 
United Nations and the U.N, commi ssioner fo r refugees." 

Brown appeared beforethe poncllo review the progrcssof the 
mass evacuation of nearly 120,000 refugees from South Vietnam. 

Meanwhile; 253 Cambodian refugees arrived at Camp Pen- 
dleton Tuesday night. Joining some 45,000 homeless Vietnamese 
already there. About 1,000 Khmers arc expected at that camp. 
. In Washington, the State Department said It is receiving 
hundreds of offers of Jobs and housing for refugees. A tolUree 
telephone number, 800-368-1180. has been set up to aid persons 
offering assistance.
